"Nick Pizza does this for us every year and we 
can not thank them enough/' Chief Scott said, "they are a 
great friend of the Fire Department." Many of the fire- 
fighters assisted children as they were allowed to climb 
aboard the fire engines and the other emergency vehicles 
giving them the feeling of what it must be like to re- 
spond to an emergency call as they pretended to steer the 
engines and were allowed to occasionally sound the bells 
and sirens. For many of the children who attended this 
year's event, the highlight of each day was the appear- 
ance of Sparky the Firedog. 

For many others in attendance, it was the "Jaws 
of Life" demonstration that saw the firefighters dismantle 
a car in a demonstration of the techniques and equipment 
used to pry victims from the wreckage of an automobile 
accident that was a highlight. The firefighters surgi- 
cally dismembered a vehicle in a matter of minutes in a 
way that would have safely freed an accident victim in 
the event of an actual incident. The sheer power of the 
tools along with the skill of the crew attending to the car 
brought a big round of applause from the crowd. 

The firefighters also handed out literature that 
offered tips on home safety. There were pamphlets that 
warned of the dangers and detection of carbon monox- 
ide, the importance of smoke detection and simple first 
aid items that need to be stocked in every home. "We're 
doing a little bit of everything here today, it is all impor- 
tant information," said Chief Scott as he greeted people at 
the station. Chief Scott also said that the firefighters gave 
talks on wood stove safety because, "This year we wanted 
to emphasize that with all of the people who are seeking 
alternative means of heating their homes."

Smoke Alarm 
Marion Fire Department Open House 
By Robert Chiarito 

For those of you who were passing by the Marion 
Fire Department on Saturday afternoon, October 11 and 
saw streams of white smoke pouring from the second 
floor windows of the building, there is no need to worry. 
The venerable old station house is just fine. The smoke 
was the result of a demonstration that was being given as 
part of the department's annual Open House in conjunc- 
tion with Fire Prevention Week. 

Marion firefighters Scott Shippey and Mike Stil's 
demonstration gave citizens the opportunity to see first- 
hand the dangers of smoke caused by structure fires as the 
two men walked their audience through steps that would 
not only help victims of a fire survive, but also help the 
firefighters who risk their lives to save others during a 
rescue. ''Most people who die in a fire are killed by the 
smoke long before a fire ever reaches them," firefighter 
Shippey explained to the group adding, "we are going to 
show you how to get out of a smoke-filled room and we 
will show you how you can help us, the firefighters, find 
you in the event of a fire." 

Mr. Shippey' s partner, firefighter Stil, also reiter- 
ated the importance of preparation in surviving a fire 
saying, "Every family should have a pre-designated place 
where they all will meet if there is a fire in their house. 
That will help you in knowing whether or not everyone is 
out of the building once the fire department arrives. Re- 
member, you should never go back into a burning build- 
ing for any reason. That is what we do." 

The two firefighters then filled a sealed room on

the fire house's second floor with a non-toxic smoke to 
demonstrate proper procedures used by firefighters as 
they searched smoke inundated structures in search of 
victims. After Mr. Still donned a full set of protective gear, 
he crawled into the room staying as close to the clear air 
near the floor beneath the thick layer of smoke that hov- 
ered a few feet above. Mr. Stil all but disappeared right 
before the audience's eyes as Mr. Shippey explained, "It 
is really important that you stay low as the air is heavier 
than the smoke. You should know that the smoke in this 
room is not nearly as thick as smoke from an average 
house fire and you can see how hard it is to see firefighter 
Stil.'' The demonstrators also noted that one should never 
hide in an enclosed space such as a closet in the event of 
a fire and that making as much noise as possible would 
help the rescue team find a victim much quicker in the 
limited visibility of a smoke filled room. 

On the Fire Station's first floor Fire Chief Rich- 
ard Guerzoni and his crew welcomed several hundred 
visitors to the event throughout the course of the day and 
offered a host of displays, activities, refreshments and 
information to their guests. Many of the displays were 
interactive units designed to teach children about some of 
the more common household fire hazards. The "Hazard 
House," which displays a cross section of a house filled 
with a number of ordinary scenes, challenged kids to find 
the dangers lurking inside the walls of an average fam- 
ily home. When a child correctly identified a hazard, a

As such, Mr. Bobola is urging all residents to be 
cautious and make sure the units are installed by some- 
one who is properly licensed and registered and that they 
obtain the proper permits and inspections for the work 
done.

some really wrong things when it comes to ways to cut 
fuel costs/' Mr. Bobola said. ''We want people safe, we 
really do. With the problems with carbon monoxide and 
backdrafts and things that can happen if you improperly 
install wood stoves, pellet stoves or space heaters ... this 
can be a life safety issue. People die from these things on a 
yearly basis and it's due to wrong installations." 

Given the tight fiscal climate, Mr. Bobola also 
wanted to stress that people shouldn't be reluctant to 
get the proper permits simply for financial reasons. His 
department is always willing to work with applicants — 
regardless of cost — to make sure these units are installed 
according to state building codes. 

"We don't people to feel if they have financial is- 
sues they can't come in and get a permit," he said. "Some- 
times they see (our department) as naysayers — oh, they 
just want the money for the permits. But we want to get 
the word out there that that's just not the case. If finances 
are an issue, we'll deal with that ... we've done it before 
and we'll do it again. We're just trying to keep people 
safe, we're not the bad guys." 

Mr. Bobola explained how these "solid fuel ap- 
pliances" are governed under the Massachusetts Building 
Code and must be properly inspected and permitted for 
a myriad of reasons. The permit and inspection certificate 
should also be provided to a homeowners' insurance car- 
rier so they are aware of the additional liability issues. 

"We make sure the (installer) is licensed and they

have the two registrations to install solid fuel appliances/' 
Mr. Bobola said. ''We go out and do the proper inspections 
and we give the form to the homeowner so they, in turn, 
can give it to their insurance company. It's imperative that 
they have that, because you don't want to give any type 
of loophole to an insurance company if somebody decides 
to buy a wood stove at a yard sale over the weekend and 
decide they're going to put it in their basement." 

Another potential concern is ensuring that the 
standalone stove has its own exhaust system — not only 
to prevent carbon monoxide leaks but also a potential 
explosive mix between different appliances. 

"A lot of people don't realize you even need to get 
permits to install them," Mr. Bobola said. "Once they're 
installed we go out and inspect the stove and the chim- 
ney and we give it to the homeowners and keep a record 
here. We always recommend that the chimneys be cleaned 
before installation and make sure there are no cracks — 
because carbon monoxide is a serious issue. 

"And you can't have two appliances of opposites 
connected to the same chimney — you can't have an oil

burner with a w^ood stove because it's an explosive situa- 
tion. A lot of homeowners just don't know it, they're not 
doing it intentionally. They don't know what the codes 
are. You might have an empty flue and years ago you'd 
just plug it in. But you could have a gas hot water heater 
in there, you could have a gas furnace ... and when you 
fire one up you're going to have an explosive situation." 

Although the off-the-shelf portable electric heater 
units are not governed under state building codes and 
don't require permits, Mr. Bobola also suggested residents 
be careful when buying and using these as well. 

"Those electric space heaters that people buy: 
make sure there's an underwriter's lab (UL) listing on 
them," he said. "And read the manual about where to 
place them and distances from curtains and combustible 
materials." 

The permit fee for wood and pellet stoves is $75 
and applications can be found online under the "Building 
Department" link at www.mattapoisett.net. Applications 
are also available in the Building Department office at the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall, which is open Monday through 
Friday, 8:00 am to 4:00 pm.

''We're short right now of people on the board," 
Mr. Chase said. "We're down two to begin with, so 
that reduces us to eight overall. In the winter it's tough 
because some people are not here to fill in when regular 
members can't make it. We need four out of five to pass 
a variance. But we should have all five persons present 
when there's a controversial issue to voice their opinion." 

"It seems to me that the alternate members 
should attend all the meetings, whether they're obligated 
to or not," Chairman Lombard said.

we have the new library online, but we also have to con- 
sider the Town Hall, the Highway Department, and other 
buildings. We're in the process of conducting a facilities 
study ... and what we really want to do is prioritize what 
needs to be done and when. We're hoping to report to 
Town Meeting in the spring of where we want to be in the 
next five to ten years." 

"The buildings are always going to be an issue," 
Chairman Lombard said. "This (Town Hall) here, we've 
outgrown it. Are we going to look at locating it some- 
where else? Is it efficient? And how do we meet these 
needs? So we need to look at options and decide how 
we're going to fund it." 

Chairman Lombard said given the current eco- 
nomic climate, he strongly supports putting as much into 
the Stabilization Fund as possible in order to prepare for 
the 2010 Fiscal Year. Right now the town has about $1.4 
million in the Stabilization Fund and another $100,000 in 
the Capital Planning fund. 

Under Selectmen's discussion items. Selectman 
Randall wanted to know about the anticipated recom- 
mendation from the Marine Advisory Board (MAB) as to 
whether or not the town should switch from a part-time 
to a full-time Harbormaster. The MAB is in the process 
of looking at area towns in the hopes of making a formal 
recommendation to the board at a future meeting. 

"I'm not convinced we need a full-time Harbor- 
master's position," Selectman Randall said. "If it was to 
be supported by tax dollars, I wouldn't be in favor of it." 

"We've requested that the Marine Advisory Board 
(MAB) give us a side-by-side proposal of where we're at 
versus the other towns along Buzzards Bay," Selectman 
Collyer said. "We're surrounded by full-time departments 
in most other towns. Keeping in mind that the funding of 
this position would not come from tax dollars — it would

all be paid by fees collected from boaters. The last thing 
we'd want to do is propose a new position that puts a 
burden on the tax base.'' 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Botelho noted he pulled the field card on the Mattapoisett 
Fire Station in the Assessors' Office and noted the value 
of the building was $903,000 last fiscal year and it is cur- 
rently assessed at $722,000 due to a decline in the market. 

Mr. Botelho also presented the board with the 
estimated costs for the proposed Mattapoisett Fire Depart- 
ment — the details of which are also posted on the town's 
website at www.mattapoisett.net. 

The total construction costs for the 10,550 square- 
foot facility is $3,365 million. Other project "soft costs" 
including design and engineering fees. Owner's Project 
Manager, and bond borrowing, is $518,280. With con- 
struction escalated to 2010, another $699,071 would be 
factored in for a grand total of $4,582 million. This is the 
total number residents would be asked to approve on the 
November 4 election ballot. 

On a 20-year note at a rate of 4.5 percent, the esti- 
mated impact to the tax rate is 21 cents per $1,000 of valu- 
ation, or about $84 per year on a home valued at $400,000. 

"We're hoping it will be less — depending on 
how competitive the bids are — but this is the maximum 
cost for the project," Chairman Lombard said. "We're also 
looking to sell the existing Fire Station with an estimated 
value of $722,000 to offset the costs of the new station." 

"This is the worst-case scenario," Selectman Col- 
Iyer said. "If we were looking at today's numbers, the 
total cost would be closer to $4.1 million." 

In other matters, the board:

Quarantine, Starring Jennifer Carpenter and Jay Hernan- 
dez. Directed by John Erick Dowdle. Running time: 89 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The camera in Quarantine will probably become the envy of bud- 
ding filmmakers everywhere. Drop it on the floor? It keeps working. 
Bludgeon a psychotically infected attacker to death with it? It keeps 
working. Since Quarantine is also a POV horror movie like The Blair 
Witch Project and Cloverfield, the effect is that you're head-butting that 
infected person to death. The scene makes even such classic stalker- 
POV movies as Halloween look almost passive. We also get to sit for 
a minute or so as the cameraman wipes gore off the lens (or off our 
eyes). 

Quaran tine is a remake of a Spanish horror flick called [REC ], which 
opened in its native country almost a year ago and was never picked 
up for U.S. distribution, perhaps because Sony bought the remake 
rights and didn't want to compete with the original. [KEC] remains 
unavailable on American DVD at this writing, so youTl have to trust 
me when I say that the material worked better in Espanol. Largely 
if s because, to these American eyes, none of the faces in [REC] were 
familiar, so the movie's conceit that we were watching real people in 
a horrific situation held water — not that we literally believed it, but 
we were able to enter into the imaginative contract a little easier. 

In Quarantine we have rising young actress Jennifer Carpenter, 
known from Dexter and The Exorcism of Emily Rose, and support from 
Hostel' sjdLj Hernandez and other recognizable actors. For horror fans, 
who will know a lot of the cast, the illusion never takes hold. The 
premise remains the same: A TV reporter (Carpenter) and her cam- 
eraman (Steve Harris) are doing a story on the local fire department 
('Tocar here meaning L.A.), accompanying a firefighting crew to a 
tenement where strange things are happening. An old lady screaming 
in her apartment turns out to be more dangerous than endangered, 
and her murderous infection spreads throughout the building while 





the government locks everyone inside. 

It's only timing, I suppose, that gives us two movies in as many 
weeks concerning mysteriously afflicted peoplebrutalizing one another 
under quarantine, last week's Blindness being the other. "Don't trust 
the government," these movies say, a message many Americans are 
particularly amenable to just now. ("Don't trust banks either," says 
the upcoming movie The International, the trailer for which I saw 
before Quarantine. I have to imagine that movie will clean up.) But 
most horror movies do sneer at authority, which can't save you from 
the monsters. The problem is, George Romero's zombie movies said 
it a lot better. 

Quarantine has its moments — I enjoyed seeing veteran stunt- 
woman Jeannie Epper (profiled in the documentary Double Dare) as the 
rabid old woman who kicks things off — but it's a rote reproduction of 
a more effective film; it doesn't find anything new in the material, and 
the performances become irritatingly shrill. The explanation for the 
events, too, is curiously muted; the tape recorder in the original film 
that provided most of the exposition has been rendered unplayable 
here, which raises the question of why the filmmakers bothered to 
include it. Or why they bothered with the film at all. I guess it's nice 
of Sony to bankroll an English-language version of [REC] for those 
who hate subtitles, but that's all it's good for.
